Bestows Degree on Him. 


Christiania. Norway. May 7.—King 
F m lerlck 's unlveralty conferred upon 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt the degree 
of doctor of philosophy. It was the 
third time in the history of a century 
that the degree had been given to a 
foreigner. 
The exercises occurred in the am ­ 
phitheater 
of the 
university. 
King 
Haakon entered with Colonel Roose­ 
velt at his right and faced a notable 
assem blage, including the premier and 
other m em bers of the cabinet, the No 
bel prize com m ittee, the diplom atic 
corps, the faculty of the university 
anil many persons 
distinguished in 
civil life. 
The dean of the faculty of history 
and philosophy made an address In 
whic h he said that Mr. Roosevelt had 
already left the earth and was resid­ 
ing 
on 
Olympus with Jupiter and 
Apollo, and that It was scarcely kind 
to drag him down am ong the m ortals. 
He likened Colonel Roosevelt to a 
rushing human engine, difficult to fol­ 
low and m aking It difficult amid the 
clouds of sm oke to discern precisely 
the m anner of man he was Some saw 
a winged angel and others a modern 
devil with claws. 
In sketching the colonel’s career he 
found “The Winning of the W elt" his 
most Instructive work He agreed with 
others that Mr. Roosevelt was a man 
who had learned to use the capacities 
and powers which in moat men lie 
dormant. He had converted his capa­ 
cities into energies. 
In reply Colonel Roosevelt said that 
lf did not m ake much difference what 
capacities a man had It was Import 
ant. rather, what he did with them 
The thing was to get the Job done. 
The king laughed when Mr. Roosevelt 
said: 
“ If recognition com es for what you 
do. 
good; 
lf 
recognition 
does

com e”— here the speaker paused—“ It 
Isn’t quite so good.”

however, that the gravest fears were 
entertained by his doctors, and this 
they Indicated in a bulletin. 
London had been anxious. The sud 
den news of the king's grave illness 
came as a blow, because his majesty 
was reported to have returned from 
Biarritz in fair health. All day crowds 
oltered about Buckingham palace • n I 
the Mansion house in the city, whe-e 
the 
physicians’ 
bulletins 
were 
dis­ 
played. 
It was obvious to those who calic I 
at the palace throughout the dav th t 
despite 
the 
grave 
bulletins of the 
squad of royal physicians and throat 
specialists, that the king’s condition 
was really more critical than the med­ 
ical bulletins announced. 
Everybody 
about the palace seemed distraught. 
Early In the day the palace servants 
changed their scarlet liveries for ones 
of black. 
The m em bers of the royal 
family w’ho left the palace throughout 
the day were obviously deeply dis­ 
tressed. 
It 
was apparent that the 
king’s end was near. So grave was the 
last official bulletin 
that an urg< nt 
summ ons was issued to all the m em ­ 
bers of the royal family not air* adv 
gathered at the palace to come t h e r e 
immediately. 


He Could Not Rest. 


The king was always a difficult pa 
tient for his physicians to manage. He 
was even more difficult during his past 
two days’ illness 
Thursday his nm 
jesty was exceedingly restless and in 
slated on getting out of bed and par 
tially dressing. The physicians could 
not Induce him to withdraw his mind 
from consideration of affairs of state 
He often petulantly observed that he 
was unable to rest because he could 
not withdraw his mind from consider 
ation of the political situation "I ran 
not rest.” his m ajesty exclaimed sev 
eral times, "because I am thinking of 
this terrible political situation I can 
not sleep in bed I m ust be up " 
At IO o’clock in the morning, when 
the royal physicians gathered for the 
morning examination of the illustrious 
patient, it became quickly apparent 
that his condition was verging upon 
critk al. Tile king had insisted upon 
rising from bed and dressing and he 
received the physicians, whose num ­ 
bers had been augm ented by Professor 
St. Clair Thomas, the famous threat 
specialist, and 
Dr. Bertrand Thom­ 
son. sitting in a chair. 
While the king remained sitting in 
his chair violent spells of coughing 
every now and again caused him great 
discomfort, while on two 
occasions 
fainting fits caused the greatest alarm 
to his attendants. At other tim es his 
majesty was fully conscious and in 
Histed upon transacting some of his 
public business. Among other things 
regarding 
which 
he 
made inquiries 
were about the arrangem ents which 
hail been made for the reception ot 
Prince Sadanaru Pushimi. who is vis 
Ping England to represent the mikado 
at the opening of the Anglo-Japanese 
exhibition. He made many criticisms 
of the arrangem ents and insisted that 
they should be altered in certain par 
titu lars It became evident during the 
afternoon, however, that the condition 
of the king 
was 
steadily growing 
worse. W hen in the evening the royal 
physicians gathered for another gen 
eral exam ination they found the fears 
which they had entertained were more 
than justified. The constant strain of 
coughing 
and the 
difficulty expert 
enced in breathing by his 
majesty 
had affected his heart, the left ven­ 
tricle of which was failing to act. An 
other alarm ing symptom was fhe fact 
that the oxygen which was tieing ad 
ministered was giving none of the re 
lief It was designed to achieve. 
In a waking interval these words 
I HI from his lips: 
"Well. It is all over, but I think I 
have done my duty.” 
The death of the sovereign occurs at 
the worst possible time from a po 
litical, business and social point of 
view. The new king faces a trying 
situation In curbing the power of the 
peers. W ith the lon d o n season just 
beginning, festivities will give place 
to m ourning and 
all business will 
therefore be affected.

dropped out of sight. T he loss accru­ 
ing from dam age to banana and rub 
ber plantations alone is enormous. Toe 
first news of the calamity was brought 
to San Jose by couriers from the in­ 
terior. From villages to the north and 
northw est there cam e the sam e story 
of death and .devastation. 
Between 
fa rra g o and San Jose the sam e cond! 
tion prevails. 
As the refugees arrived at San Jose 
they brought further news of the de­ 
vastation wrought by the shocks. They 
agree that Cartago is prat tit ally de 
s troyed, but the estimateH of the dead 
and injured are ronflieting. Taey said 
the re-port of 500 fatalities w h h conser­ 
vative. 
It is believed that Dr 
Becanegra. 
the G uatem alan m agistrate to the Cen 
tral American Arbitration Court, was 
killed. His wife and child are said to 
have perished also. 
According to the reports th a t were 
received bere the refugees say that 
com munication between C artago with 
outside points has been interrupted

The shocks threw the 10,( OO 
inhabitants Into a panic. The authorl 
ties, however, kept their heads and. 
m artial law being declared, promptly 
begau the work of rescue.

brought to San Jose.

row with which his loss is deplored 
is a tribute to his subjects’ m o g u l 
tion of the fact that they and the 
world will long rem em ber his work for 
peace among the nations and the strik ­ 
ing results he achieved therein by his 
tact and bonhomie. 
Far more than his m other he was in­ 
tim ately associated with the social life 
of the country without neglecting the 
imm ense dem ands made on his en 
orgy by business of state, anti it is 
not too much to say that no English 
king had ever a deeper hold on the 
affections of his subjects. His loss to I 
the nation at th e moment of a serious 
constitutional crisis awakes the boding 
fears of all who have the welfare ami 
dignity of G reat Britain at heart. His 
vast knowledge of men, his singular 
insight into affairs, and hts incom 
parable judgm ent w ere assets which 
the nation could little afford to lose. 
it may well be that the burden of aux 
iety In this connection has hastened 
his end. As Victoria's last hours were 
crowded by the dark shadow of the 
South African war. so King Edward in 
his closing days was harassed by a 
fierce constitutional conflict, which he 
bequeaths for solution to a young man 
for solution, a young man far less ac­ 
quainted than bis father with m atters 
of state. 
King Edw ard died at 11.45 o'clock 
last night, just as the theater crowds 
were leaving the cafes. 
Silence fell 
upon the crowds, who went sorrow­ 
fully home. 
Prince George, his eldest son. now 
re4gns in his stead. He will take the 
oath of office before t*e privy council 
when It can be convened. 
The cause of death, as given by the 
king’s 
physicians, 
was 
pneumonia, 
which developed rapidly from the se­ 
vere bronchial attal k his m ajesty suf­ 
fered last week.
